LONDON, April 26.—(AP)—Doomed Berlin was completely encircled today by two 
mighty Russian armies, Marshal Stalin announced in a historic order of the day, and the

400,000 Men Drive 
Unhalted on Nazis’ 
‘Southern Redoubt’

PARIS, Thursday, April 
(P)—U. S. Third Army tanks 
punched within 15 miles of the 
German-Austrian border last night 
as other American and French 
forces raced almost unchecked 
across southern Germany, threat- 
ening Munich and Hitler’s Berch- 
tesgaden retreat, which the RAF 
attacked yesterday with 12,000- 
pound “earthquake” bombs. 

The Third Army spearhead, al- 
ready east of Berlin, although 250 
miles to the south, cut the last 
direct route to the Nazis’ so-called

200-MILE FRONT 

The Allied armies—estimated at 
nearly 400,000 men and thousands 
of tanks—were charging into the 
Alpine foothills along a 200-mile 
front in a determined effort to 
crush any last-ditch Nazi stand in 
the southern redoubt before it 
could get well started. 

Resistance at most points was 
extremely light, bearing out an of- 
ficial announcement from Gen. 
Eisenhower's headquarters that 
“the German army has ceased to 
exist as an integrated fighting 
force.” An Associated Press field 
dispatch declared that the encir- 
clement of Munich, birthplace of 
the Nazi party, was shaping up 
swiftly. 

Joining in the giant squeeze on 
the enemy’s vaguely defined south- 
ern redoubt were Russian forces 
hammering westward across Aus- 
tria, last reported within 90 miles 
of Berchtesgaden. 

Closest to Munich was the 12th 
Armored Division of Lt. Gen. 
Patch’s Seventh Army, which 
plunged to a point eight miles 
south of its.bridgehead across the 
Danube aé Dillingen and seizéd a 
five-mile strip of a superhighway 
leading to Munich 45 miles to the 
southeast.

Son of a poor policeman, Herriot 
was elected mayor of the indus- 
trial city of Lyons at 33 and has 
held the post continuously since, 
being last re-elected in absentia 
in September, 1944. 

He first became premier of 
France in 1924. He again held the 
reins for one day in July, 1926. 
Back in power in 1932 he defied 
French sentiment by insisting on 
payment of the French war debt 
installment due the United States 
and as a result was swept out of 
office. 

As president of the chamber of 
deputies, he criticized both Hitler 
and the Russians. He followed 
the French government into un- 
occupied France and continued to 
battle against collaboration with 
the Nazis. 

After his arrest Oct. 2, 1942, he 
was first placed under residential 
surveillance and then reported re- 
moved to Germany in May, 1943. 
Subsequent reports were that he 
was in a sanatorium in Nancy, dy- 
ing in Paris anc last—on Feb. 5 
of this year—alive in a German

MUNITIONS SLASH 

Undersecretary of War Robert

ble by the swift Allied advances 
in Europe. 

“The adjustments will be sub- 
stantial for some items,” Patter- 
son told a press conference, “and 
it is expected they will diminish 
the number of major changes 
which may be required when V-E 
Day arrives.” 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration announced, meanwhile, 
that government-owned machine 
tools and production equipment 
from now on will be made avail- 
able to industry as fast as they 
are declared surplus. RFC said 
the Army and Navy have removed 
all restrictions on sales. 

Brig. Gen. David N. Hauseman, 
director of the Army service forces 
readjustment division, told a sen- 
ate subcommittee on surplus prop- 
erty disposal that within two 
months after V-E Day the War 
Department expects to release 12,- 
020 general purpose and 3,000 spe- 
cial purpose tools. 

NO SACRIFICE OF MEN 

Snyder predicted the dates for 
the end of European hostilities and 
said that Mr. Truman agreed with 
him. Snyder added that the war 
could be overn even sooner, but 
that the U. S. high command in- 
tends to blast out enemy pockets 
with artillery and aircraft instead 
of sacrificing men. 

“We could have it all over by 
May 20 or June 1, if we wanted 
to run our men into those dan- 
gerous pockets,” he said. 

He “hoped and prayed” the Pa- 
cific war will be over in nine 
months or a year, but cautioned 
that the nation should be pre- 
pared for two or possibly three 
more years of fighting before Ja- 
pan is crushed. 

He said that because of favor- 
able progress in Europe his com- 
mittee will delay until May 10 
the start of hearings on War De- 
partment appropriations for fiscal 
1946.

SETTING PRECEDENT 


Truman in Pentagon 
For Mystery Visit 


WASHINGTON, April 


25.—(4)—President Truman made a mys 


terious and unprecedented visit to the Pentagon building today to 
confer with his top military leadership. 


There was nothing but silence‘ 
from the high command partici- 
pants in the one-hour, 48-minute 
conference, but the imminence of 
a junction of American and Soviet 
forces in Hitler’s Reich gave rise 
to much speculation. 

The elaborate communications 
‘system in the huge War Depart- 
ment building, across the Potomac 
from Washington, would make it 
possible to bring into the confer- 
ence Gen. Eisenhower or virtually 
any other commander in the field. 


The White House and the War 
Department clamped the lid of se- 
crecy on the President's action, 
marking the first visit of a chief 
executive to the war-born Penta- 
gon from which the Army’s move- 
ments on far-flung battlefronts are 
directed. 

There is no record that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt ever was in the 
building. 

Entering his big, black automo- 
bile at the White House, the Presi- 
dent made the four-mile trip with 
a regular Secret Service detail ac- 
companying him. He did not have 
a motorcycle police escort. 

The President entered an ele- 


rwas followed shortly afterwards 
by General of the Army George C. 
Marshall, Army chief of staff; 
Fleet Admiral Ernest J. King, 
chief of naval operations; Fleet 
Admiral William D. Leahy, chief 
of staff to the commander in 
chief; War Secretary Stimson and 
Joseph C. Grew, Undersecretary 
of State.

WHERE IS HITLER? 

Simultaneously the*Eighth Air 
Force hurled more than 300 Fly- 
ing Fortresses at the Skoda Muni- 
tions Works at Pilsen, Czechoslo- 
vakia, advertising the ‘devastating 
attack in advance with a radio 
warning to slave laborers to flee 
from that last great Nazi war 
plant. 

Whether Hitler was at the 
sumptuous Berghof chalet or in- 
|$ide the almost-impregnable Kehl- 
‘stein fortress was not known, but 
returning fliers left no doubt that 
the” two-story chalet had been 
wiped off the face of the earth by 
a direct hit of a 12,000-pound 
bomb, and said delayed-action 
bombs of the same great weight 
had buried themselves deep in the 
Kehlstein (Hollow-Stone) moun- 
tain of the Eagle’s Nest. 
FAVORITE RETREAT 

The nest itself, with a roof 17 
yards square protruding above the 
mountain peak, apparently was 
straddled, but not squarely hit. 

German radio propagandists in- 
sisted that Hitler was inside en- 
circled Berlin, directing its wild 
defense, but reports from many 
parts of Europe lent support to 
the story he had taken refuge at 
the Berchtesgaden retreat to which 
for years he had summoned the 
heads of states who were his se- 
lected dupes to hear his bidding. 

There he overawed and seized 
Kurt Schuschnigg, last premier of 
Austria, before the anschluss; 
there he convinced the late British 
Prime Ministér Neville Chamber- 
lain that “ — in our time” had 
been established; and there during 
the war years he received his 
trembling Teiethans or bootlicking 
subordinates from Scandinavia to 
the Balkans. 

PSYCHOLOGICAL RAID 

There Hitler stared through wide 
picture-windows across at his na- 
tive Austria while almost literally 
sitting atop the powder-kegs he 
had stored there in the heart of his 
vaunted last redoubt for the death- 
stand of Naziism. 

Why such a shining target had 
never been bombed before remain- 
ed officially without explanation, 
but an RAF staff officer said un- 
officially today, “‘with the fall of 
Berlin near, Berchtesgaden is look- 
ed upon as a sort of Nazi capital— 
the last spot over which the swas- 
tika will fly.

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Eliminate Overlapping Federal Agencies 


Lindsay C. Warren, comptroller gen- 
ral of the United States, has voiced an 
economy plea which will meet with the 
enthusiastic approval of every friend of 
efficient government. 


“Intold millions” can be saved by the 
lopping off of overlapping government 
agencies, Lindsay told a senate banking 
and currency subcommittee this week. 


These agencies most of which have 
been set up under the executive depart- 
ment, now operate with a large measure 
of independence. Many, according to the 
comptroller general, are not only removed 
from the jurisdiction of congress, but also 
“free from accountability to the Presi- 
dent.” 


The need, therefore, is for a complete 
reorganization of many government bu- 
reaus. 


“It should be done scientifically,” de- 


clares Warren: “but, once the decision is 
made, then a bush ax or a meat cleaver 
should be used. The only way to reor- 
ganize is to reorganize. It calls for great 
courage. Duplications and overlapping are 
widely prevalent, and untold millions 
could be saved and efficiency increased to 
a high degree. Of course, there would be 
loud yelps and snarls, but that is always 
true when powers are curbed, consolida- 
tions made, or appropriations reduced or 
discontinued.” 


Neither of our wars is over; one is far 
from won. Yet already there are demands 
that taxes be reduced immediately after 
V-E Day. The only manner in which we 
can ever hope to pay off the tremendous 
national debt we have incurred is through 
the practice of strict economy in non- 
essential government expenditures. And 
that, most certainly, includes immediate 
elimination of overlapping bureaus and 
agencies.

Treatment of Germany 


Troublesome Problem

SAN FRANCISCO.—The San Francisco Conference has been so 
highly publicized that one senses a tendency, even among some 
Washington officials, to regard it as a cure-all. Actually, it is only 
another step—although an essential step—toward establishing a 
workable world security organization. It will not even deal with 
many of the most important and difficult problems which must be 
settled if the peace is to be preserved. 

One of these is the treatment of Germany. Id like to sum- 
marize a few impressions of our preparations for dealing with this 
problem, gleaned from a recent brief tour of the European theater. 
They are only impressions, gathered on the run. 


is We do not have enough trained milli- 
Military Government tary government officers. They have 
to be supplemented by officers and men detailed from the ad- 
vancing armies. These are often ,the officers and men who can be 
most readily spared from other duties. They know it and are un- 
happy. And they usually have no particular qualifications for deal- 
ing with German civilians. 

The regular military government officers have been overtaxed 
further by the responsibility for handling the millions of displaced 
persons liberated by the American armies. This is only a temporary 
duty, but it has been burdensome. Someone was very slow in shift- 
ing at least part of this load to civilians trained for that type of 
work. Some UNRRA teams were just going into the field when I 
left Europe. A few teams of French MMLA women— Mission Mili- 
taire Liaison avec les Allies—were doing excellent work. These 
were originally organized to assist during the liberation of France. 
The team I saw in action, in Belgium, was strikingly intelligent and 
efficient. The American officer in charge in that area said he 
wished he had a dozen of them, and I heard the same sentiments 
expressed by others. With foresight, many more of these teams 
might have been formed. 

The regular military government officers know how ‘to get 
waterworks and electric systems repaired and the importance of 
preventing epidemics of dangerous diseases. As a rule, they seem 
to do a pretty good emergency job of setting up local administra- 
tions consisting of Germans who have not been ardent Nazis. They 
seem to be competent in performing their first obligation, which is 
to help to keep our armies moving and to keep things quiet along 
the supply lines. But at least some of them know very little about 
Germany and the Germans. 


: : The War Department has worked up 
Nonfraternization movies and skits designed to remind the 
American soldier that the German people, as a whole, fought this 
war and aren’t to be trusted. These are being shown in the com- 
munications zone and later doubtless will be shown to the American 
troops which remain in Germany. 

At various headquarters I was told that the soldiers who had 
actually been in combat against the Germans in this war would 
remain fiercely anti-German. The fear among these officers ap- 
peared to be that the American people who had stayed at home 
would be too soft-hearted. 

However, the officers lower down and the enlisted men in Ger- 
many with whom I happened to talk were critical of indiscriminate 
nonfraternization. And I don’t believe most of them were think- 
ing of the frauleins. They referred rather to the old people and 
the children. It is very difficult for a GI not to give candy to 
children or to be nice to an elderly woman. Several times, with 
reference not only to the old and the very young but to miscel- 
laneous middle-aged German men and women who were visible on 
the streets, I heard American men in unifrom say: “These are not 
the people who were responsible for this war.” 

Undoubtedly some American soldiers have come thoroughly to 
hate the Germans. Their number may be increased by the uncover- 
ing of the atrocity camps and the revelations of the poor treatment 
which the Germans gave American prisoners of war. But. one 
suspects, the tendency of the ordinary American in uniform will be 
to put the blame on a small coterie rather than on the German 
people generally—even though he knows that if every German who 
now professes to have been anti-Nazi were telling the truth, Hitler 
would have been thrown out years ago by the Germans themselves. 

However, I found opposition to a blanket nonfraternization policy 
among officers who knew the Germans well. They said that it was 
preventing us from building up the Germans who really were anti- 
Nazi at heart but had managed to keep out of concentration camps 
and on whom we would have to rely to govern and reform the 
German people. 

These impressions are confused and conflicting. But they re- 
flect what I found. And the uncertainties of the Americans in 
Germany reflect those which are apparent in the U. S. A. when the 
future of Germany is discussed.

Pertinent Suggestion 
On Veterans’ Hospital 


There has been considgrable writing, pro and 
con, anent conditions inside our hospitals for war 
: veterans. It all started when somebody authored 
a scathing condemyation of these places. Since that original article 
there have been some who defended the hospitals, their direction, 
personnel and conditions. Others have backed the original critic. 
This column did, one morning, try to contribute a little to the 
controversy by reporting reports made by friends who have, at 
various times, been patients at Hospital 48, out Peachtree road. It 
was made clear in that column that said reports were made by 
others, that I had little personal knowledge of the hospitals. I 
stated plainly that the only veterans’ hospital I had been inside is 
Lawson, that 1 had seen 48 only from the outside. 
50, someone promptly wrote accusing me of writing of things 


- I knew nothing about, dubbing me a “nosey reporter,” and other 


less complimentary things. 

Now, however, comes a letter from an Atlanta lady which con- 
tains what seems to me to be a very pertinent suggestion, though 
personal application is impossible for reasons not necessary to be 


explained here. ies 

Mrs. Mary Acuff, maker of the sug- 
Need Male Interest gestion, writes it first came to her 
mind at a study class of American Red Cross and Hospital Corps 
(Grady Ladies). That is, the need for more male visitors and 
male workers in the hospitals. A worker, speaking at this class, 
spoke on how difficult it is to get men interested in this type of 
work, 3 

“Why is it,” writes Mrs. Acuff, “that men leave all that sort 
of thing to women—and then oftentimes criticize their efforts?” 

Well, why is it? Because, I guess, the work is thought of as 
closely linked with the work of the nurses in the hospitals and 
we are accustomed to thinking of nursing the sick as a woman’s 
duty. 

But Mrs. Acuff’s point is well taken. It-is doubtless true that 
men in a hospital, men needing rehabilitation, live too much in a 
woman’s world. They need the impact of the masculine, the chal- 
lenge of the understanding of one male for another.

we admit, magnificent work in aiding 
the men in the hospitals to find themselves and to adjust them- 
selves to their changed outlook on life. And who are the women 
who are the Gray Ladies? Most of them are business women who 
work, daily in offices or industrial plants, who keep their own 
homes running smoothly and well, who wrestle with ration points 
and shortages and all the other wartime added problems. 

Yet, they find time to perform the duties of the Gray Ladies, to 
help the surgical and nursing staffs at Hospital 48, at Lawson and 
at all the other veterans’ hospitals scattered over the country. 

If these women can find time for this labor of devotion, in 
addition to all the other things they do, surely there are many busi- 
nessmen who could do likewise. 

I don’t know that it would be-advisable to form a parallel organi- 
zation of, say, Gray Men, but I do believe it would be a valuable 
contribution if as many men as could be used volunteered their 
services to visit the hospitals, to get to know the patients, to make 
friends with them, to meet them as one man to another, and to 


help them surmount the very real problems they face. 
Many of the patients have been taught various 
Craftwork handcrafts by the women visitors. Many almost 
hopelessly disabled men are not only sending money to their fami- 
lies, but are regularly buying war bonds through money earned by 
the sale of small articles of their own making, and thereby finding 
new interest and lease on life. 
It is, nevertheless, true in many cases that this type of work is 


not always the kind of thing the war-wounded veteran really wants 


to do. And, in many cases, it is quite possible men now dissatisfied 
could find the thing they really enjoy doing through the guidance 
of a sympathetic man, more easily than they can by aid of women. 

It seems to me there is, in this opportunity to make friendships 
with the men in hospitals, an opening for a very valuable type of 
service for the menfolks. 

Would it not be possible to interest either individual men, or 
some group or organization, in this activity and, through the Red 
Cross or other proper agency, find entree to the hospitals? 

As said, there are reasons why I can’t engage in such activity. 

But. if this column carries the suggestion this morning to some 
who can and who will, I shall feel I have contributed something 
valuable to a cause most near all our hearts.

Suppose Japanese 
Surrender Quickly 


WASHINGTON. — Certain forward - looking 

business elements have posed the question of 

what would happen to the domestic economy of 

the country, and particularly to the stock market, if the Japs should 


| Suddenly quit thé war coincident with or shortly after the final 


collapse of Germany. 

There is still more than an outside possibility of events taking 
that dramatic turn. While the weight of official opinion continues 
to hold that it will take us from six months to a year to finish off 
Japan after the Germans have been knocked out, others see the 
likelihood of the Japs realizing the hopelessness of their position 
and throwing in the sponge at once, seeking thus to salvage as much 
from their unhappy plight as possible. 

It could easily be this way. The Japs are doomed to certain de- 
feat and their leaders must surely be aware of this by now.- Rather 
than see their country overrun and destroyed as Germany is now 
being systematically destroyed, reason would dictate that they quit 
the war after the downfall of the Reich. 

The question of what the impact of sudden peace would be on 
our domestic economy and the stock market is, therefore, a timely 
one. 


Its importance is reflected in the fact that r- 
Importance haps 90 per cent or more of our industrial sal 
duction is currently given over to war purposes. There would be, 
it is reasonable to suppose, an immediate cancellation of all such 
contracts, since we would no longer need the vast war supplies and 
munitions that are being turned out by the plants of the country. 

Millions of people would consequently be thrown out of employ- 
ment overnight. Pay rolls would temporarily cease and workers 
would have to fall back on their savings to carry them until re- 
employment began. 

That would be the effect of a sudden cessation of hostilities on 
both fronts, Europe and the Pacific. It would be far less drastic 
if the Japanese war continued for a period after the German 
collapse, for, in that case, a part of our industrial machine would 
continue to serve war needs. The transition from a war to a peace 
economy would be more gradual. 

A certain amount of business disruption is to follow in any 
event, regardless of when the Japanese war ends. Industry and 
business will need time for reconversion, just as it took us some 
time to change over from peace to war production. But the dis- 
ruption would be far more severe if both wars ended at about the 
same time. 

That is the thought about the situation that is currently giving 
business leaders some concern. 


As regards the effect of such a development 
Stock Market on. the stock market, it is possible to give the 
investing public some assurance from sources which are,in position 
to speak with authority on the subject. Mr. Emil Schrgm, president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, was in Washington other day 
and the writer had an opportunity to discuss the matter with him. 

As a preface to what he said it might be stated that Mr. Schram 
is one of those who believe the Japs will fold up soon after all 
German resistance is ended. He looks to see an early end of the 
war on both fronts. 

But the impact of this important development will not have any 
serious repercussions on the stock exchange, the Wall Street man 
declared. He feels that business in the sale and purchase of shares 
will continue much as it has in the past. Exchange officials are 
not even considering the necessity of closing the stock market 
temporarily, it was said. 

In other words, as Mr. Schram sees it, the business of the country 
is on such a firm footing that a sudden ending of the wars would 
not affect its onward march, beyond causing a temporary disruption. 

What plans, if any, the government may have for meeting con- 
ditions of sudden wholesale unemployment which would attend an 
overnight ending of the Pacific war, remain to be seen. There has 
been some talk among responsible congressional leaders of having 
a graduated cancellation of government contracts, rather than for 
all war production to be cut off abruptly. That would lessen the 
shock to our domestic economy. 

But whether anything of the kind is done, officials. fee) that 
the condition of the country is such that no concern need be raised 
over our ability to go through the transition period easily.

Harry Truman Can Be Trusted 


Now we are all on our own, 

That is the feeling and the 
thought, I opclieve, that swept 
through the hearts and minds of 
millions of Americans as they 
caught their breath after the first 
shock of the news that Roosevelt 
was dead, The man to whom they 
had looked to keep their world 
secure was gone. They now must 
look out for themselves. 


One day long ago when Taft 


'was President I rode up a western 


mountain trail with an old timer 


who liked to talk politics, He was 


greatly concerned by events in 
Washington and he related free- 


‘ly what he would do if he was 


there. As we neared the camp for 
which we were headed, he con- 
cluded his disquisition with a 
sigh— 

“It was different when Teddy 
was President. Then you could 


|just leave everything to him.” 


The millions of whom I speak 
felt that way about the second 
and greater Roosevelt. They had 
turned over to. him a very great 
part of their lives. They were will- 
ing to leave everything to him. 
They are not prepared yet to be- 
stow that same complete trust— 
and crushing burden—upon an- 
other man, not even upon the man 
whom Roosevelt selected to suc- 
ceed himself. 


It is not that they distrust the! 


new President; it is only that they 
have not yet come to know how 
far they can trust him, to what 


_extent they can leave their affairs 


in his hands. They want to be 
sure of two simple things: first, 
that he is one who has their in- 
terest foremost in his heart; sec- 
ond, that he has courage and wis- 
doin. In-time their instinct will 
tell them, Between the lines of 
the daily dispatches, reporting all 
he does and says, they will read 
the character and capacity of the 
new President. 

The result, I believe, will be 
that Truman soon will discover 
that the people have placed their 


faith in him, that he has their sup- 
port. But they- will not leave 
everything to him, not for awhile 
at least, 

And just for that reason the 
people may prove of greater aid 
to Truman than they were to 
Roosevelt in the latter years of 
his long service: 


Harry Truman believes deeply 


in the same things that moved 
Franklin Roosevelt. He has cour- 


age, he has commonsense, he has 
the humility from which wisdom 
grows. He will do the right things 
because he wants to do the right 
things. 

I went to see the then senator 
from Missouri just after he had 
been made chairman of a special 
committee to investigate the con- 
duct of the war. Creation of this 
committee had caused some trepi- 
dation in administration circles. 
Providing a perfect field of opera- 
tion for a reckless publicity seek- 
er, it offered possibilities of ob- 
struction and interference that 
were unpleasant tc contemplate. 


I found the senator barricaded 
behind a wall of books, one of 
which he was reading. The books 
were bound volumes of the pro- 
ceedings of a committee set up 
during the Civil War similar in 
declared purpose to that which he 
was heading. 


“It’s an awful lot to read,” he 
said, “but I don’t want my com- 
mittee to make the mistakes that 
committee made.” 


His committee didn’t. The Tru- 
man committee became a synonym 
for sound sense and integrity. 

The people can have confidence 
in President Truman and in time 
they will In the meantime it is 
well that they are alert in their 
own interest, not disposed to 
dump on his shoulders the whole 
burden of the battle, if a battle 
becomes necessary, to carry 


‘through the program of peace and 


reconstruction to which President 
Roosevelt, with their consent and 
approval, committed the country.

These things do take time, | 
especially under a national admin- | 
istration that connives and co-| 
operates with racketeers at the ex- | 
pense of the workers on the daily 
jobs.

with a fine report of all that took 
place. Our labor spy later lost 
his life in the war and the people

reports, were alive and well in 
prison. 

The most important result that 
I can see of a forbiddance against | 
espionage on unions would be to 
i'make it even harder if not impos- | 
|sible for the victims in the unions | 
to get publicity. and eventual re-| 
lief. Because you know that De 
partment of Justice won't do a/| 
thing and you, yourself, have| 
never lifted your voice to promote | 
new laws which would give them | 
a chance within the unions.

Quigley Quick, of Concord, and 
her sister, Miss Edna Quigley;
